Miss  Louise 
Herler,  to  whom  this  annual  is  dedicated,  helped  many 
girls;  they  were  her  pride;  their  achievements  were 
her  joy.

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The  class  of   1951    dedicate  this  First  Lady  to  Miss  Louise   Herler. 

Miss  Herler  was  born  June  17,  1906,  in  Lawrenceburg,  Indiana.  The 
family  came  to  Toledo  when  she  was  nine  years  old.  After  entering  Lincoln 
School  she  became  a  member  of  the  Girl  Reserves.  Miss  Herler's  chief 
interest  while  attending  the  old  Woodward  High  School  (site  of  public 
library)  were  the  Friendship  Club  and  other  activities  sponsored  by  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  She  received  her  B.  A.  degree  at  Denison  University,  Granville, 
Ohio,  and  obtained  her  Masters  degree  at  Columbia  University  during  the 
summer  sessions. 

In  1929  after  graduating  from  Denison,  Miss  Herler  began  her  career  at 
the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  as  associate  in  the  younger  girls' 
department  and  eventually  became  director.  She  was  still  employed  at  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A.   when  she  died  August    19,    1948. 

Miss  Herler,  loving  her  work,  became  a  real  friend  and  leader  of  girls. 
Her  slender  figure  was  a  familiar  sight  in  gatherings  of  young  people  whom 
she  was  always  willing  to  help. 

Many  women  in  Toledo  today  owe  much  to  Miss  Herler's  steady  influence 
exercised  through  the  Girl  Reserves  and  the  Friendship  Club  movements  (now 
known  as  Y-Teens) .  Whitneyites  who  have  attended  Camp  Walbridge  knew 
and  loved  her  for  her  high  standards,  her  sense  of  humor,  and  her  deep 
understanding  of  the  problems  every  girl  faces.  Not  only  has  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
had  difficulty  in  replacing  Miss  Herler,  but  her  death  leaves  a  void  in  the 
hearts  of  all  who  knew  her.
